The 2 roomed house in which he was born had a dirt roof, and 
'hen it: rained, the children would help put pans around i 
ouse to catch the leaks especially on the beds to keep them dry. 

He attended school in a one room school house which was 
eated with a potbellied stove. There were 60 students, grades 
ne through 8, which were taught by one teacher. 

After completing the 8th grade, he enrolled in the BYU and 
raduated in 1910. There was.a student body of about 1100 
tudents. He rode the Heber Creeper to get to school. He helped 
ut the first “Y” on the hill while he was attending, They 
ouldn’t get lime so they used white rocks and the boys formed a 
ucket brigade to pass them to the top of the mountain. 

When he finished his education, he taught school for two years 
t the South Summit High School and was a member of the first 
culty. 

He married Hazel Carlile, Sept. 11, 1918. They had three boys, 
'arlile J. who lives at Smithfield and works at the Agricultural 
ollege, Nolan J. Salt Lake, a teacher, and Farrell E. Woodland 
tho lives on the family farm. 

Ernest had a dairyfarm which he operated until he was about 
4. He sold the farm to his son and purchased a home in Be 
ity. 

His wife died a few months after they moved to Heber. He said 
is wife was the finest woman that ever lived. She was always at 
is side to help him and counsel him, and was his right arm for 57 
ears. 

Although he misses her, he tried to keep busy. He has made 
ver 20 deacon type storage chests for his great- grand- 
hildren. He can’t pull his car in the garage for 6 chests that he 
as made for Christmas which he is going to start staining. He 
repares his meals and still drives his car. 

Mr. Knight has had a very active life. He is a World War I 
eteran, a member and president of Agricultural sito 
oard, (AAA) during World War II, helped organize and war 
hairman of Kams Soil Conservation Dist., he, the County Algent,~ 
nd Lions Club organized Kamas Valley Livestock Show, tad 
nly 6 4H boys show their calves).
